Sirs 

The subject of this letter is to infom yoii of an Intorviov/interrogatlon 
conducted Vy tuo FI'I aponta involving; ny acquaintance with Jaok toon Ruby 
(Rubenstein). Thi." interview took place -in the Identification Bureau from 
about 3:"*) pn until about Stl5 pm. It also involved the agents and myself 
poinp to; the Keoords Bureau, and tbo Jnil Office. The agents phowod me 
their identification. I did not think to copy their naffios on' paper, but 
T believe one -Has named "Canady" and the other ."Carlton." I called tho 
IFBT office and tried to determine tl-eir nanos in full, later. I was told 
they were not in at that tins, tut vould be tack in the nornlng. I do 
reir.eictor that they said thoy vore called in from the San Antonio Office* 
I can deccribe then as follovjsi 

jja About 5-9, Red-brown hair, blue eyes, fair conplexlon, 
median build, about li5 years old. Said he was bom in . 
South Carolina. 

,*2 About ?-10, balding grey-brov.-n hair, brown eyas, nadium- . . 
heavy build, about 50 years old. Appeared to be the senior 
ajent, by his conduct. 

They bepan the interview by inforaiinp sie that I did not have to answer any 
of their questions, and that my ansverc were subject to review for veracity. 
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Ve Kent to the I. n. dark room for the interviev. T^ey told me that they 
wore invert? patinp Jnck Ruty, and vera sposltinp to sovoral officers about 
the nan. Then thoy rend me a statorent oUofcd to havo boen taken from 
the Vnllns County Fdstriot Attorney' n files pertaining to an arrest 1 made 
of .lack Fuby in r-eeenber. 19$!j, for a liquor lav violation. In the alLep.ed 
stater'ent, they stated the case Bas dinnirsed ajainat Fuby by Kr. Lem Prothorton 
as the result of statements by the arresMnr? officers, Blankenship and Carlson, 
beoBuEG the oTicors were unable to state thnt they definitely saw a patron 
consuminP! from a partly consumed bottle of beer on her table in the case 
icentioned. The case involved permitting consumption on licensed premises 
after hours, tt-at is at lt30 am on a Funday raarning. They a.*od ™ if I 
recall making this staterient to Hr. Brotherton . I stated I did not recall 
niakinc the statcircnt. They also allogGd that the stateirant by Kr. Brotherton 
showed that the officers stated they did not even know a case had been fUed. 
They asked me if this was true. I stated I could not recall having made this 
statement. I then advised them that we *ould look at the case report, where- 
in I shoxild be able to tell them if I typed the report, because I believe I 
could recognize my own typinf^, because of certain peouliailtics in th<3 form 
and language, whidi I could possibly identify as my own. I left them in the 
dark room, and pot the .lacket. As I started back to the dark room, I asked 
Lt. Knl<Tht if he knew T was being interrogated by the F. B. T. I then told 
him they were asking me about Jack Ruby, and I asked him if T was authorized 
to make any statements. I.t, Knight informed me that:I 'wos, to cooperate with 
them, but' not to give them anything from our files, unless I got permission 
from the Chief's office. 
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T vent hr^cV. into the dark roan Bn6 sVovcd them the case report, and identified 
it tentatively an ny tyrinp, from certain peculiarities, vhidi I pointed out. 
They ssM. tne apaln If I vas instrunental in any way in havSnp the caso dis- 
rii-snort alcn:' lines indicated ty the allored Btatcmonts of !'r. Protherton. I 
a<Tair. infoi^Rd them that I did not recall any riuch conversation with >'r. 
Protherton in the insnnor outlined ty then. They asked re then if there was 
any way a case could have teen filed afrainst iny wishes. I told them, "Ho, 
not likely". T did infora there that on the face of the case report it 
indicated th.-t the ror-ort va?, filod ty a "John eon "with an "Andrews." I 
elaborated on this and mif rested this was probatly F^t. E. T. JohnBon, who 
was workin? in the Vice Squad at thi^. tiTTie as I recalled. I explained to 
then atout the procedure of another officer frequently filing cases by appear- 
inpT at the P. A.'s office to si pi the Infomation and tho Complaint for the 
, officer who makes the case report; and that the awhority to sien the Informa- 
tion was taf^od on the officer's cafjc report, in which he alleges the nature of 
thf! violation as ho observed it, and Bade the arrest. They then asked mo if 
Mr. Protherton •f' staterent an they reported it to me as a "falsehood." T 
stated a^ain that I could not say Kr. Brotherton's staterent as thay reported 
it was false, that Vt. Plankenship may hav.- conversed with Kr. Protherton, or 
possibly I did, and when asked s-ncifically If nuch or such was the case re- 
pardinp the evidence, he or I, or both of us r^y have made a staterasnt wldch made 
tho ease appear to bin to be unsuitable for prosecution. I stated that in any 
case the decirf.on xihsther or not to try a case was up to the D. A. and not the 
Police repartment, and in no way vould this officer or Hr. Blankenship recom- 
men disitissal of any case for some point of evidence, or for any point withoot 
referring the matter to our superior for hin to handle. I told them a more 
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dctsJleo stirir of the whole case voiid hsve to to nada hy referring to the 
"fioords ■"OTeau, to maVa a doterr.ination as to vhethor or not tha nllerod 
concumGr itss arraisted or not. If tho conpurcer vns not arrestod, vhioh 
cor.ld hsve tf.-en the case, then a stiriy of the SSB files vo\ild be necesFary 
to dotonrd.no if an affidavit was taken from tha consur-;6r in which it would 
bo denonstroted she adnitted consuming beer on tho prendacs in violation of 
the law. I also pointed out that tho charged alleiTed on tha case report 
reforrcd to the Crininal Code, which ve wowld have, to looi<- up to bo certain 
this vss what Kuby was actually charped vith, as it appeared on tha surface. 

Vo vent to tho records T?isreau and ohoclced the files there on tho naaen of 
the two nllcred viitneGsos K>lch at-rcared on the arrest report, which they 
showed me thov hsd a con' oT in their poccc-nsion . A check of tho records 
Bureau filfir showed nof-inf? on the two pirls, nair.ed Schultz and O'P.rien. 
I then oolc thorn to the Jsil Office, where I obtained the Jail Copy of 
Vomon's Statutes. I looked up the specific code with which Ruby was 
charged, Section IT article 667-19, paragraph 16. It is the "catch-all" 
code in tho malt liquor section, in which it states the licensee can be 
ol'argcd for violotinf any section of the Liquor Law, including Liquor Board 
reiTulaticno. They copied the informaticKi from the hook. Thoy asked no if 
there was a porsibility that this could have led to the dismissal of tha 
cacs, boeauso of insufficient teformation or evidence. I told them I would 
not presumo to state the fine legal points involved, and that th.is was tho 
proper duty of tho T). A.'s office. I stated that it appeared to no that 
one or both of us (Plankenship and I) observed the boer on the tablo at 
1:30 an on a Sunday iroming, w^ich as I undcrtrtood the law, was a violation 
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^ of the Uqi:or T tw. I stated that it was poEciblo Elankenship saw the girl 

conraninn, or holdinf; the plaf P to her lips. Kith teer in It,, tut In any 
cnco t>c act sllcr'ed to hr.vo Veen a violation appeared to ico to te oovored 
Vv the pr.rt1ovaar statxito, or at Icnct wo MOt hnva thought ?o At tho tlitio, 
or vc '..w.ld hevF never naco the nrrpct. 

T t*!(?) had trade a copy of the case report in the Records Bureau for the 

accntn. VV, rstwmnd to thfi D. Pv.rcs-a. Thfiy had asVed mo before, and 
vh?.le conc'iictin" eur tovT, shopt hov veil I know .Irck Puhy. I told then 
he nnd T have knwn ooch other p-'nce I first ret him while I first vss 
assipntid to tho Vico Scijad in early l"?!'. They asVed roe ho« I met hin. I 
told then to th9 test of my rGcolleotion Kt. PlanVenship introduced me to 
hira durinr tha courss of a routine check of J-^cV Fiuty' s prejrlsrs, either at, 
^ the Silver Club or the Glut Vegas. They quoctioned ine atout the depree of , 

friendship I had vith hin, and whether or not I accepted anything from hiia. 
I suppose they were referring to whether or not 1 was "free-loading" on 
Futy. I asked them if this is what they moant. Thoy gave me the impressicn 
jihot thiF VRs exactly what they rcant. I then told them I would have to tall 
them in detail ahout ny relationship with Ruhy , including my activities 
centered around him. I explained to them that I did not cultivate his friend- 
ship, and that the record clearly r3flects I arrested hin when I holioved ha 
had violated th« law, and that T never led Ruty to aasume that I would not do 
otherwise, if I csiwht hiis in violation. I pointed out to them that I lilced 
Puty for siit.lBotivs reasons. I told then that I checked his record carefully 
after the reports frora the FPI and reached this departrent resulting from 
our arrest of him. I saw, and dcKonstrated, where Euty had no prior criminal 
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record as of tho tims I arrested Mrr,. I explalnod this satisfied ira that ho 
van not a crininal as the rocorcj rofl/^ettid. T told thcra that I dropped in 
on Tr.l-y on official hvisinc-JS, as psrt of routine Vice Squad checks of Wb 
rrcisiPoP, fine' T ocoasiornlly dropped hy hir: plnce and drank a heer. I also 
stated that when I was not on duty, or there to talk to Jack on official 
husinesF, I visited F-ub-', and he vould not slloM me to pay for my boor, 
vMch ar.ounted to one or two at moot. I explained that T would have offered 
Jock Puby tho Hams courtesy if ho vara a F.-aar.t in ny hor.e, tthich he never 
Mas, but which I would have not ohiccted to if he was. I told them they 
could draw their own conclusions as to ny relationship with Fubj-. I cltod 
that Ruhy'e OTbseoTOnt arrests for a nisdemcanor or two was not sufficiiint 
for mo to break all association with the nan, tho same as it would to for 
any other of my friends or acquaintances. They asked me if I over paid the 
cover oharpe while I was a fuest of Jack Ruby in his ostablishment. I 
stated I did not pay a cover charge to visit with Jack Buby, tut as I 
indicated T considered it a social affair. X was not interested in tho 
show fir. much ar T was in visdtinft Ruby. I further amplified the situation 
by informlnr th<»n that one nlrht T-*lle Blankenship and I were making a 
routine check of the Pllvor Club on fo. Ervny a fipht broke out in the joint, 
which Jack helred us to quell, and vhich oonild have been serious to us bo- 
CKuso the rarticipants attempted to attack us with beer bottles. 1 felt a 
sense of gratitude for Huby's help. 

They asked me how many times I had visited Ruby. I told them about t;*o or 
three in all in the pas* five or more years. They asked me when the last 
time was. I told thorn about tv.-o weeks before the Oswald incldsnt. They 
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requested I toll then «hat I did and ohr^ervod. I told t> or I took a friend 
nino to tho Cnrousnl on a Saturd.iy nlcht o>out lit 30 pm, after I cot off duty, 
vhe-e T vimted to Introduce him to Puh-r, ond for to drinV a teor. Vhen J 
rot the^e T arVad for Jack, nni IcGutificrf ryf-olf as on old friend, and a 
police officer. The doomsn told ir.c to rars vith ray pusst, and that Jack vas 
in the hack, Vc vT^nt to the hack and fomd Jack tnlkini? to cor.e of his om- 
ployoes, I introduced p,y friend to Jack. Jack, in his oustor.ary manner, vas 
in a hurry to ?o eat, and spolcr-izoc: for havlnp to leave. Ho stated he hadi't 
oaten all day, and i.-.-!nted to eat heforo it vns too late. He took us out to the 
club area, and ir.struoted a vaitress to seat us at a tahlo and pet us vhat wo 
t-antad. "These puys are iry puonts." Jack apolor.lzed apin and left, lly friend 
and I sat co'.n, drank two heors each, watohod tho show and left when Jack did 
not cone book by this tine. I vantcd to introduce Jack to my friend hp cause 
he is a professor of psycholopy, and I thainht he would bo interested in 
Jack's personality, Hhich has always interested rie. The aponts told ne it 
was nocossary to identify the friend, W-ich I did. He is Hr. Lewis Ponney, 
instructor of "sycbolo<'y at North Texas rtata University, tho ron of tV« 
professor in chnrre of the dcpartrant, Pr. Kerle Ponney. Ve had been disouss- 
inf? certain persr)nality t-,Tes previousl", and I invited bin to Pnllas to observe 
the vorkinps of our dorartr.ent, and to neat certain people 1 knew who I felt 
illustrated a certain type of personaUty. Jack Ruby was one of these people. 
I had not seen Jack for a year prior to this uSfht. '..e left the Carousel and 
went to other places until closing time. Then wo went to the El Fenlx on 
Mo Kinney and sat with Al I'.artinez until three inthe ir.omine. (Sunday). V.'a 
discussed tho people we met, and the nature of their behavior, i'ewis had to 
drivo back to Denton, so I led hirs to tho route back, then went hone. 

. The aponts asked some noro questions aVout Uuby's personality. I told theiti I 
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considered him .cry interesting, and .cry unique. They ..ked .c if I telioved 
bo ... ..nt.-,Uy ill. I told the™ I h.d ..de no obsorv.nticns vhich vo.ad leod 
ne to conslu.ion, Vut tv^at I felt ho vns very ar.pressive. and not t« be- 

come detailed, very intero.tinn as = .t.dy. T... =.^«d nVout hi. a.groas- 
ivone.., and I told the. the recod of hi. fi.^tin,, oHlity .po-o for itself. 
They .aid .o.ethin. ahcut or relating to JaeV that led to a conversation in 
«hioh I told the. T invo=ti..tod -Tack T-uhy fro. the aspect of vhether or not 
he va. a ho.o.o,.,nl. .nd T bad in fact dl.cu..oc tH» nitject directly .it), 
Jack P.uby, after T ran do.-n all the lends on thi. s.h.lect T M jet. 1 did 
thi. a. a last resort to satisfy my ^.ind. and to oh.crvc hi. reaction to my 
question. I cptt.. av:a- reasonably certain that Jack '^uhy was not a homosexual, 
as could he determined ty r.y investl ration, a.d in lieu of any other evidence. 

The a.cnts then changed the ^hje.ct to the security r.easx>res around the dep-nrt- 
ncnt durinr Oswald's presence, and moiB specifically vhlle he «s being tran.- 
ferred. They asked I believed an officer had passed Jack into the building. 
I told them it ^as not in W po^^r to even sroculate on this subject. They 
asked TO «hcre I «as v*en the Qsvalc-Fuby incident took place. I told them 
I vas at homo, and heard it on the nevs. Later, at three o'clock, I reported 
on duty. Tvey a Aed mo more qu. sties about security moasuros. I told than 
that this buildin, is a public buildinp,. freely accessible to the public, and 
that I had no knowledco of vhat th.e orders to the officers assigned to secure 
the buildlnr ve-e. They then a.ked me, "If the orders were to prevent entrance" 
«. vords to this effect, did I kno« of any officer who «o.ld alio. Fuby to enter 
T told t>^en, this vas not in my pover to ans^^cr, but that I believe no officer 
would knovlnrly violate this ord., . Then I expressed displeasure at this lino 
of questioning. I felt it vas out of order, and in any case beyond my knov- 
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T^o a.cnt descz^bea as n.r,.er t«o, ^^de an apoloey Tor havin, to as. this and 
certain other ..estions. rtat.d «as as.in. all t.e orn=crs ha inter- 
.,eved the ..^e c^estlons. and cc^derin. *e seriousness of the .atter felt 
« a necessary d«t., etc. Then I vas a.V-ed .f I Vn.eK of an. other officers 
friendly, or acc,ainted ,,-ith ,Tac. R.by I told the. I refuse to answer this 
creation. I told the. I w.ld answer any ..estion they as.ed pertaining to 
.e. and to incident, involving people I vas .ith, h.t that I «ouia not tell 
the. of any other officer 1 ™a,. have .een taking to Ruby, in the light of. 
the ouestion as it .as oresented. I told the. if in any case I had the re- 
.otest suspiscion nanin, anyone vould he vitally important to helping t.,e., 
then I vouia not hesitate to na.e the individual. But. to infer a relationship 
hased on a chance observation vo.ld he i„3r for .e. I could state that Jac. 
.as Wnovn hy .any of^cers ^ere. and to no.e so.e and not na.e others vould he 
unfair, to say the least, not only to confo.ndin. the investigation, hut to 
t.e officers concerned, vhose duty is to co^e forward if they have any informa- 
tion to give to the m. hut not to he na.ed ,ust hecause I ha^cned to re.enher 
..e1nr the™ in P.hy- s presence. They restated the question. h.t it was essen- 
tially in the sa.e fra.e of reference. I told the. I vov^d toll the. anything 
ahout .vself and ^.C Huh.^. and vould hav. to refer the. elsewhere ahout others, 
hut in any case declined to ansver in any .an..r. since X feel it is the duly of 
the other officers to present themselves for questioning if a request is made 
hy the FBI. 

They asked .e. or a .onvorsaUon vas started ahout the general picture as it 
stood vith Puhy.s act, and hov, it fo^ed the investigation of Oovald. I told 
the. I agreed that Ruhy' s act vas vexy detrimental to 'che proper investigation 
of Oswald, and for that I condewn Bu^. I also as.ed the. if they suspected 
any connection, or conspiracy involving Ruhy that would .a.e it a mu* .ore

to lnye»tin»te fro,r. all an.lcs. They crKod «» if tfoio vos anyttln, aVout tl-.e 
InvcnUrntion that J. otscrvcc and vlsi cd to corr^x-nt ato«t. I told thorn I voG 
inuresva in th» ^-.hj-.ct of ho.: 8<'.vi8»l-lo a rolyrr^ph tost on Ruty vo^ld be to 
dotermino .rtother or net v,-as pnrt of a oor,.pir«oy, or aot.d on his ovn dis- 
ordered l.r.l-os.

I va. very ™.ch l.torc.ted in ™aVin, thl. dotorr.in- 
ation for ray ovn onti.faotlcn, olnce I h.^ never hoard Jaek F.hy dl.e««'. politics, 
or «ny m,h.1.ot of n doerer ^^.t^rro thsn corath'.n. trivial, and if ho w.. a part of 
sono sinister h.ohfroT^nd it v.. rrofer-rlo^elly intcreotlnp to r.e to loom, rfnco 
T vo«ld have mlsjudred EubyU character, and I roedod to loam a) out. these things. 

A8 they finished «r taVlnr ncte«, ^-.^ v.re pr.^rtnr- to leave, 1 apoleriaod for 
not Velnr aVlo to recall n»re facts M the arrest I ir««e of B*y, and the 
outcor^ of the esse va filed afa1n=t hir.. I olro aT,olopi2od for not fcollne 
it prorer to anr,.-cr the one o^eotion I r fu^cd to even consent on. Thoy stated 
they vere satisfied at this tir^. T told the,-. I «o«ld not normally aUoK w^olf 
to be q,.eswcned ti,i= «ny. referrlnn to r,y h, lief that a .upervic^r should he 
present to t ear the intarrocation. They disinter- retod lay statement, and took 
it to r.er.n that I woxild not he absolutely frar.h vith them. I cloi-lfi«d nyself 
to the extent that I otated I felt uneasy aho«t thin typa of intervlc« since a 
■ matter an prave as tl.io nadc it lT^ortant to to reap, nd carefully, but in any 
case truthfully. I neant as T stated above, that I feel in the future so^e 
Police Perart^ent s--porviror ohould he present as a vitness not only to vhat 
.X say, but as to tho ouestions and statcj^ents of the a?ento. 

T respectfully request for 'an order toinrf-nt frat in'the future, IM am to be 
ir,torvioi.'Od ir. this or any other ratter hy any out.ide arencr. I procod vith 
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the invfistifators to tho licfr offico for n prrpor and rc^^-pectful raviorw of 
procac\irffn to to Mced, and Tol'ce I'cpnrt-fjnt ofi'lclnl'' tn he present during 
tho iT'.torviea. Tt viss uHV f^i.H vIpm In r.TiKi that T rowrted to Chiof I^impkin 
vhp.t ^ad tra-jrpirGd. iia ordered tno to BSVe this report Inr^iriiataly.
